The officers of the International Asso 
eiatiou of M achinists have issued 
strike order to the machinists in the 
employe of the B. & O . S-W. 
As soon 
as the order was received some of the 
men stated that they would not follow 
ite instructions, as they had no griev­ 
ance or complaint to make as to either 
waxes or working conditions. 
Several machinists are employed in 
the round house here, but it is said that 
the order will not be regarded by em­ 
ployes in this city. 
A number of men at 
the Washington shops have also refused 
to follow the instructions o f the order. 
A report says that only about 125 men 
are out of w’ork as a result o f the strike 
order. 


The strike is the outgrowth of trouble 
on the main line of the Baltimore and 
Ohio, wdiere the machinists struck and 
were supplanted, the management de­ 
claring that the shops would be opera­ 
ted on the open-shop plan. 
The vari­ 
ous forces were reorganized, nonunion 
men being employed, though from time 
to time members of the union were re­ 
employed. 
It is said that while the strike was in 
.progress members of the organization 
employed on the Southwestern division 
were regularly assessed, and that it was 
not until after the fight had been lost 
that the international officers decided 
upon the plan of calling out the B. Sc O. 
S-W. members, in order to force a sat­ 
isfactory settlem ent on the main line. 
Officials of the B. & O. S-W. stated 
yesterday that the situation is in no 
sense alarming, and that there is little 
danger of serious trouble. 
It is understood that all o f the ap­ 
prentices in the shops of the B. & G.S-W. 
in Cincinnati, Washington and Chilli- 
cothe, Ohio, arc to be promoted to the 
positions occupied by the striking ma­ 
chinists. 
In addition, other machinists 
are to be employed by the company to 
make up the full quota at these shops.

Greenberg reluctantly pulled 
a large purse from his pocket, which 
appeared to contain sufficient money to

To my thinking, the Christian church 
stands at the center not only of philanthropy, but at 
the center of education, at the center of science, at the 
center of philosophy, at the center of politics—in short, 
at the center of sentiment and thinking life. 
And the 
business of the Christian church, of the Christian min­ 
ister, is to show the spiritual relations of men to the 
greater world processes whether they be physical or 
spiritual.

The French old-age pensions scheme, 
the bill for which has just passed | 
its first reading in the Senate, follows 
the Prussian rather than the English 
measure. 
As in Prussia, it is contrib­ 
utory and compulsory, workmen and 
employers 
contributing 
an 
equal 
amount annually. 
Men are to pay $1.80, women $1.20 
and persons under 18 90 cents yearly 
until their 65th year, when they» will 
become entitled to a pension, which 
will be paid from the total contribu­ 
tions plus the employers’ quota and 
a sum of $12 paid by the State. 
The 
conditions for receiving the full pen­ 
sion are that the worker shall have 
contributed to the 
fund for thirty 
years, including in the case of men 
the two years 
of military 
service. 
Tnose who have contributed for more 
than ten years and less than thirty 
will be entitled to a reduced pension. 
Existing friendly 
societies 
which 
may be taken into the scheme will be 
authorized to collect old-age contribu­ 
tions from their members. 
They will 
receive from the State a contribution 
of 30 cents a head for sickness and 
insurance, plus an additional sum to 
cover expenses.

Broadways. 
Thirty-seven cities have Roosevelt 
streets, twenty-one bear Bryan’s name 
and eight Taft streets are found, al­ 
though there is no proof that they 
were named after the Presidents and 
the candidate. 
Names of prominent 
Americans of former days occur fre­ 
quently. but those of the present day 
are less frequent. 
Carnegie street is 
found In only three towns, and but 
two streets bear the name of Rocke­ 
feller.

R ea son W h y M a n y M is d ir e cte d L e t ­ 
ters R ea ch T h e i r D e s ti n a t i o n . 
Absent-minded persons who write a 
name and street address on a letter 
and put It in the mall without hint 
of the town, city or even State to 
which it is intended to go cost the post 
office department a lot of trouble and 
money each year. 
Many of the par­ 
tially addressed reach their destina­ 
tion with little delay, the deficiency be­ 
ing supplied by a mail clerk. 
It looks like the cleverest kind of 
work when an envelope addressed to 
“Samuel Stratton, 405 Colyton street”, 
goes straight to Mr. Stratton at his 
home in Los Angeles, but a peek be­ 
hind the postal scenes shows that it is 
easy after all. 
The department has 
just issued a 900-page book in which 
are listed the street names In all of 
the 1,200 or so cities and towns in 


S t i l l L e a r n i n g . 
Three weeks before his death, when 
he was nearly SO years old, Corot, the 
painter, said to a friend: 
"You have 
no idea of the things I could paint 
now.

An old man, come to the completion 
of a long life, his white hair aureoled 
iii reflections, clothed in a blouse, shel­ 
tered under a parasol, sat, attentive 
as a scholar, trying to surprise some 
secret of nature that had escaped him 
for seventy years, smiling at the chat­ 
ter of the birds, and now and then 
throwing them the bar of a song, as 
kappj^to live and enjoy the poetry of 
the fields as he had been at 20. 
Old as he was, this great artist still 
hoped to be learning; for half a cen­ 
tury he had been studying the works 
of creation, and every day they made 
a revelation to him; for, thought this 
old man, there can never be an abso­ 
lute mastery in art, and a lifetime is 
not long enough to study all the ex­ 
pressions of the face of the earth. 
“Two good studies must be made,” 
he said, “or I will break my palette 
and brushes.” 
And, later on, “I hope 
with all my heart there will be paint­ 
ing in heaven.”

Of course, pigs will live and make 
some growth on good clover pasture 
without any grain, but this feed is al­ 
together too bulky for profitable re­ 
sults, hence the desirability of feeding 
a liberal grain ration while the pigs 
are on pasture for maximum profit. 


To cure the mange rub on oil of tar 
one ounce, and whale oil two ounces, 
or one-half pound of each of tar and 
sulphur, and one pound each of soap 
and alcohol.

They cannot endure low, 
wet land, but thrive perfectly on rough 
and hilly land. 
Those giving milk 
should be fed in grass, fodder and 
wheat bran, but no grain of any kind. 


C o m m o n Cen 
V i n e s a s Sfo«*k F e e d . 
The United States 
Department of 
Agriculture announces that the pea 
vines, which have heretofore been a 
waste product of canning 
factories, 
have now risen to the dignity of a by­ 
product. 
These vines are now being 
cured for hay, fed to Stock in the fresh 
state after the peas are picked, or are 
made into ensilage which is said to 
be superior in value to corn ensilage. 
Pea hay may be stacked as clover hay 
is and it will keep practically as well 
if it*is well tramped. 
It has a value 
higher than clover hay, and both the 
silage and the hay are found to be ex­ 
cellent feed for dairy cows and satis­ 
factory feed for beef cattle, horses 
and sheep. 
It sells from $3 to $5 per 
ton.— Agricultural Epitomise 


Tr<-n< merit 
for W o r m s In 
Horses, 
This is one of the best worm de­ 
stroyers for unthrifty colts and horses 
that we have ever tried: 
Mix together 
one pound each of sugar and salt; in 
this mix one-half pound of fine smok­ 
ing 
tobacco, 
six ounces 
of 
pow­ 
dered sulphate of iron. 
As a dose fo** 
a mature horse give a heaping table­ 
spoonful in a wheat bran mush every 
morning for two weeks. 
Colts should 
be given in smaller proportion to size 
and age. 
A veterinary supply house 
advises 
the following remedy for worms in 
horses: 
Give a teaspoonful of pow­ 
dered copper sulphate every morning 
in feed for three or four days, then 
give two ounces of turpentine in a pint 
of raw linseed oil. Feed soft feed and 
keep infected animal in 
the stable 
while under this treatment. 
A veterinary surgeon, signing no 
name, suggests this treatm ent in an 
exchange: 
Clear the bowels by allow­ 
ing the horse to fast over night and 
give in the morning two ounces of 
turpentine in a pint of raw linseed oil 
or gruel, followed in the course of an 
hour with a bran mash; repeat this 
foi two or thre mornings. Santosin in 
half or one ounce doses, made into 
powders, with linseed meal, may be 
given to valuable horses for two or 
three mornings in succession, followed 
by a cathartic.

T h e W o r k 
H o r s e In S p r i n g . 
Many farmers seem to think that be­ 
cause horses have been resting all 
winter they can do more work wh«n 
spring comes. The reverse is true. 
If 
they have been in the harness almost 
every day in winter they will be hardy 
and strong for spring work, and a 
rush day’s work will not injure them. 
But if they have been idle for a few 
weeks they can not stand heavy work 
without perspiring, becoming short of 
breath and showing fatigue within a 
short time. 
Often an hour’s fast driv­ 
ing or heavy work will 
cause 
the 
horse to become ill, and in some cases 
to result fatally, or in disablement for 
several weeks. 


T e n t i n g C o w * . 
The tests we want are the ones made 
wtih normal feeding, whether for one 
week or one year, writes a New* York 
dairyman in Kimball’s Dairy Farmer. 
Personally I want both. A week’s test 
will show the capacity of the cow, and 
a year’s test will show the ability of 
the man as a 
feeder. 
With proper 
feeding there is little danger of injur­ 
ing the offspring. 
The first thing I 
look for when reading a test is the 
amount and kind of feeds fed; then I 
can tell whether the cow is a paying 
proposition or not. 
A cow* that eats a 
dollar’s worth of feed to produce a dol­ 
lar’s worth of butter is of little value, 
even though she produces 20 pounds 
of blitter per week. What prospective 
purchasers want and are entitled to is 
what your cow has done for a year in 
milk according to the test, what feeds 
were fed and what kind of care was 
given. 
Don’t pamper, don’t stuff* but 
don’t be afraid to feed. There are thou­ 
sands of cows ruined by underfeeding 
where one is spoiled by overfeeding.

It 
has been 
discovered 
that the 
honey bee is of even more importance 
to the alfalfa than the alfalfa to the 
bee 
The wonderful 
strength 
and 
speed of the bees take them long dis­ 
tances for their food, and they have 
recourse to a great variety of plants. 
But the peculiar construction of the 
alfalfa blossom renders it unable to 
fertilize itself and its shape makes 
cross fertilization very difficult. 
Careful observations have been made 
of seed pods grown near colonies of 
bees, and also of those so far from any 
bee colonies that it was safely as­ 
sumed no bees had visited the fields 
producing the pods. 
In every case it 
was found that those from near-by 
fields had from 50 to 75 per cent more 
seeds than the others, and that they 
were larger and more perfectly devel­ 
oped. 
In this state, in Colorado and 
in western Kansas, where bee culture 
has been greatly developed in recent 
years, it is found that the alfalfa seed 
crop in fields nearest to the bee colo­ 
nies is much heavier and of better 
quality than that of fields but a few 
miles away. 
At the Kansas Experiment Station a 
sm all plot of vigorous alfalfa was cov­ 
ered just before coming into bloom 
with mosquito netting supported on 
sticks. 
It was therefore known that 
no bees or insects could come into 
contact with the blossoms. 
Later a 
careful examination disclosed that the 
pods which had formed were entirely 
without seeds.

middle ages and 
in 
the Elizabethan 
era beards were 
generally 
w’orn, al­ 
thou gh occasionally a beardless m on­ 
arch led a change in sty le which made 
the barbers happy . 
In Great B ritain 
and this cou ntry the beard was almost 
u nknown in the sev enteenth and eight­ 
eenth centu ries. In the nineteenth cen­ 
tu ry it came into general fav or. 
Most 
of the y ou ng men of a college gradu at­

and six ties 
wore all the beard they cou ld raise.

Idaho , there were ten claim ants for 
•v ery tract, and each claim ant spent 
•no ug b to pay two y ears’ Installments 
o n a real irrigated farm, while only 
o ne in ten got any thing at all, and 
what he got was not so v alu able per 
acre. 
It is the gambling featu re of the 
Indian reserv ation openings w'hlch a t ­ 
tracts, and not a home-making oppor­ 
tunity on a sensible bu siness basis.

Bronzed by the su n, and with that 
spring tha t am bition pu ts into the 
y ou ng, the driv er, “J im ” Fike, springs 
from the seat to the grou nd. 
From 
u nder a canv as he swings tw’o chu bby 
babies to the thick carpet of bu ffalo 
grass and tu rns to giv e hLs arm to his 
wife. 
They are y ou ng and v igorou s 
and at once begin the making, on that 
wide prairie, that which they hav e 
been planning for y ears—a home. 
There is the regu lation rou tine, the 
location, the trip to the land office, the 
filing of homestead papers, the bu ild­ 
ing of the sod shanty , the like of 
which dotted the prairies in thou sands 
in those day s; the breaking of v irgin 
soil and the planting of the crops, 
and 
then—sometimes— the 
harv est. 
Throu gh all the y ears of drou ght and 
hard times, throu gh all the disappoint­ 
m ents that come w ith the early set­ 
tlem ent 
of 
a cou ntry , throu gh the 
bou ntifu l golden harv ests, this m an 
toiled on, w orking harder and harder, 
bu t alway s w’ith the firm belief that 
the cou ntry was destined to be a great 
cou ntry of homes. 
Hope died in many a breast these 
try ing times and many were those 
who wended their way back to the old 
home becau se they lacked the brav e 
heart to face the hardships. Bu t "Jim ” 
itay ed.

" Jim ” F ike is one of the larg­ 
est and most su ccessfu l w'heat growers 
in America to-day . 
The av erage y ield last y ear on his 
10.000 acres was abou t fiften bu shels 
an acre. The price paid for the wheat, 
which was not sold in the u su al way , 
bu t m arketed in carload 
lots, was 
within a few cents of $1 a bu shel. 
A large portion of it was shipped to 
the West, where millers were especial­ 
ly eager to obtain it. 
The Fike wheat farm does not all lie 
contigu ou s, being m ade u p of a nu m ­ 
ber of farm s ranging from 320 to 2,400 
acres in ex tent. 
H arv est u su ally be­ 
gins abou t Ju ly 1, bu t last y ear har­ 
v est was late, and all ov er Thom as 
cou nty the hu m of the header did not 
begin u ntil abou t Ju ly 15 . 
To cu t this 
10.000 acres of wheat in fifteen day s 
requ ires intelligent 
and 
sy stem atic 
handling of the small arm y requ ired 
to complete the work before the wheat 
is ru ined in the field. 
Sev en big steam 
plows were u sed in the fall plowing 
for this season’s crop.

Own­ 
ing a cou ntry home is not a specu la­ 
tion. 
It ls one of the sou ndest and 
sanest Inv estments in the world.

Isolation, lack of congenial so­ 
ciety , and m addening inability to find 
efficient serv ants— in fact, any kind 
at all— are insistent factors 
of

problem. 
The initial ou tlay ls likely 
to be no more than half the u ltim ate 
cost. 
Tools and equ ipm ent pile

bills to dismay the nov ice. 
Labor is 
lazy and u ntru stw orthy . 
If there are 
children, and there ou ght to be chil­ 
dren in ev ery cou ntry home, their ed­ 
u cation m u st be considered.

In order to m ake this certain in op­ 
eration, it is su ggested that the weight 
m u st be still fu rthe r redu ced, so as to 
perm it either of a du plication of parts, 
or of the em ploy m ent of two complete 
engines, each

tions working at only a fraction of its 
fu ll pow’er. 
A rem arkable phrotograph of half a 
dozen porpoises, play ing u nder water, 
Ju st ahead of the bow of a steam shif 
trav eling at the rate of 13 knots an 
hou r, has been pu blished by a cor 
respondent of Knowledge, Cj H. Gale. 
The sea was calm and the photograph 
was made by leaning ov er the bow 
of the v essel. 
Mr. Gale calls attention 
to the singu lar fact tha t the porpoises, 
while easily m aintaining their position 
ahead of the ship, showed no apparent 
effort or motion of body , tail or fin. 
Yet he thinks tha t they were not car 
ried along by mov em ent of the w ater 
In front of the v essel, becau se a ir 
bu bbles were seen ru shing from their 
backs, and the photograph shows the 
effect of these bu bbles by the white 
streaks on the backs of the anim als 
Sometimes they rolled ov er sidewise, 
bu t alway s m aintained their position.

He has measu red 
some mou nds m ore than 30 feet in cir­ 
cu mference,

tban three feet In height. Bu t arou nd 
these there are m any new mou nds, 
in cou rse of constru ction, only a few 
inches in height. 
They are fou nd 1e 
grou ps, one of which, near Holliday s 
bu rg, Pa., contains 1,7 00 mou nds with 
in a space 
of 5 0 acres. 
T heir total 
popu lation 
ls enormou s, 
and 
each 
grou p of 
mou nds appears to consti­ 
tu te a com m u nity —an insect kingdom 
or empire. 
In regard to

bers, Doctor Fcrel is qu oted as say ing 
tha t these ant kingdoms hav e in all 
probability from 200,000,000 to 400,- 
000,000 inhabitants, “all 
form ing a 
single commu nity , and liv ing together 
in activ e and friendly intercou rse."

No; the new spapers are not alway s 
to blame for their medical errors and 
when they are their blu nders do a 
great deal less harm than those of 
the doctors themselv es.

Fifty y ears ago there were b u t few 
employ ments open to women, and defi­ 
nite training in preparation for work 
was almost u nk nown. 
In ev ery class 
of work to-day women with sk ill and 
training can command good salaries. 
Wages are u ndou b tedly higher than 
they were fifty y ears ago, b u t the cost 
of liv ing is mu ch greater. 
General 
av erages of wages, in compu ting the 
ab solu te gain to men and women, are 
of little u se. 
In almost ev ery trade a 
few receiv e high wages, and therefore 
av erages conceal the wages of a large 
nu mb er of work ers. 
Again, the worth 
of wages depends u pon the cost of liv ­ 
ing, and income from wages depends, 
not on what a woman receiv es per 
day , b u t u pon the nu mb er of day s 
in the y ear she work s. 
Statements 
of wages are v itiated b y the b ias of 
opinion of those who interpret or col­ 
lect data. 
Reformers often estimate 
wages lower than they are, to show 
the need for reform. 
Su porters of 
political administrations are tempted 
to statements as roseate as possib le, 
and often misleading. 
As to occu pations, women are in the 
majority in only nine, v iz., mu sicians 
or teachers of mu sic, school teachers, 
b oarding lionse k eepers, hou sek eepers, 
lau ndresses, nu rses, serv ants, stenog­ 
raphers and ty pewriters.

occu pations in which there are ab ou t 
as many women as men, as nearly as 
can b e estimated, are:

Art Collection of Eccentric Hermann 
I,In«]«* to He Sold Soon. 
It falls to the pu b lic adm inistrator 
of the cou nty of New’ York to scatter 
the collection of old masters on which 
Herman Linde so set his heart that he 
died in destitu tion rather than dis­ 
pose of ev en one of his preciou s can­ 
v ases. 
Among the 121 pictu res which are 
to b e sold at the 5 th av enu e au ction 
rooms are three attrib u ted to Ru b ens, 
for which shortly b efore he died Mr. 
Linde refu sed $130,000, as is shown 
b y a letter fou nd among his effects. 
T he entire collection Is said to b e 
worth half a million dollars, the New 
York 
Herald 
say s, and once in an 
ecstasy of enthu siasm ov er some new 
find the eccentric owner declared tha t 
he wou ld not tak e a million for his 
artistic possessions. 
Of the three canv ases which seem 
the most important there is good rea­ 
son to b eliev e that one, at least, “The 
Feast of Herod,” Is the work of the 
noted Flemish master, Peter Pau l R u ­ 
b ens, while the others may b e of his 
school or b y stu dents who filled in 
from his sk etches. 
Sev eral ex perts 
hav e ev en ex pressed the opinion tha t 
the head of “The Sorrowing Magda­ 
len” was actu ally painted b y Ru b ens 
himself. 
It wou ld b e hard to get together a 
more 
v ariegated 
assemb lage 
of 
worthies 
and 
u nworthies than 
Mr. 
Linde collected in his life. 
He was a 
Shak espearean reader and he had b een 
k nown to recite entire play s of the 
b ard of Av on. 
He gav e recitations in 
his palmy day s at Steinway Hall and, 
despite the grotesq u eness of his m a n­ 
ner, his zealou s appreciation of the 
geniu s of the dramatist drew large a u ­ 
diences. 
Mr. Linde inherited a small fortu ne 
and inv ested it in pictu res, good, b ad 
and indifferent. 
Some he acq u ired in 
ou t-of-the-way 
shops, others at au c­ 
tions and many in his trips to E u ­ 
rope. 
Occasionally lie wou ld mak e an 
important find. 
Mr. Linde b rou ght su it against the 
estate of tlie late Collis P. Hu ntington 
sev en y ears ago for $*’» .000, the price of 
an alleged Correggio, b u t was u nab le 
to recov er any thing. 
He b ecame fond­ 
er of his collection with the flight of 
y ears and cherished the amb ition that 
he might estab lish a mu seu m where it 
cou ld b e shown to those willing to pay 
a small fee for admission. 
His idol 
was the small 
Ru b ens 
representing 
“The Feast of Herod,” which, what­ 
ev er its origin may he, is certainly a 
meritoriou s work of art.
